On Tuesday the remains of 
twenty-one miners who succumbed 
in this disaster were brought by 
special train to Bilairmore where 
they were buried. 

Long before the arrival of the 
train from Bellevue, about fifteen 
hundred people gathered around 
the station and sidewalks on Vic- 
Street, waiting wito sad hearts the 
arrival of the lifeless forms of so 
many who were so suddenly hurled 
from this life and from those who 
were near and dear to them to a 
life beyond the grave. 

About 230 pm. a special vain 
arrived bringing twenty-one corp 
ses and about six hundred people 
from Bellevue, Hillcrest, Lille and 
other places in the Pass. Immedi- 
ately on the arrival of this train 
the caskets were removed with 
tender hands from the cars 
and placed on wagons and sleighs 
ou which they were drawn to the 
burial places. ‘There were fifteen 
interred in the Protestant cemetery 
and six in the Roman Catholic 
grave yard. In the Protestant 
«cemetery there were two large 
graves; in one were placed nine 
bedies and six in ths other. In

This is not to say that drugs are 
useless. No one who has practiced 
Medicine and seen the “grim reaper” 
foiled und driven off by the skillful use 
of potent drugs can truthfully deny 
their enormous value to bumanity 
when wixely employed. But the key- 
note of modern medicine is “preven-

‘tion rather than cure.” 


It is a splendid thing to drag a man 
back from the jaws of death by relax- 
ing the strained arteries with nitro- 
giycerin or steadying the weakened 
and failing beart with stropbanthus or 
digitalis. but it is a far bigger and 
better thing so to advise and guida 


your patient in bis daily life that be | 


shall retain a sound beart und elastic 
arteries until a ripe old age and never 
need your “bervic remedies.” 

Conceding that water is one of the 
great necessities of life and a powerful 
agent for good or Ill, a few moments’ 
attention to Its coustitution and quaii- 
ties are worth while. 

Water is a compound of two atoms 
of hydrogen witb one atom of oxygen, 
indicated by the formula 8,0. This 
is not a mere mixture of guses, as in 
the case of air. but a definfte chemical 
compound. 

Distilled water is, of course, chemi 
cally pure, but it is ratber flat and 
unpalatable. It bas been claimed that 
distilled water is not a bealthy bev- 
erage owing to its great solvent prop- 
erties, but its use among large budies 
of men in the navy without ill effect 
would indicate that this belief is 
groundiess. Possibly the drinking of 
very large quantities of distilled water 
might impoverizh the system, but as 
between distilled water and impure 
water contaminuted by disease germs 
there should be po hesitancy in cboos- 
ing tbe former. < 

The principal diseases that are trans- 
mitted by water are typboid fever, 
cholera, diarrhea and dysentery. All 
these diseases are absolutely unpeces- 
sary and preventatle. If a fraction of 
the time, money and thought that ts 
expended in windy politics and so 
called statesmansbip were exerted to 
bebalf of pure air and pure water, 
many of our social and political evils 
would disappear simultaneously witb 
the stamping out of preventable dis- 
euses. 

How to Get Pure Water. 

One golden muxim we can always 
keep ip mind for our protection against 
water borne disease: “When in doupt, 
boil.” 

Botled wuter is dat and unpalatable, 
but it is better than a sparkling germ 
laden conveyer of disease. But ap ef- 
fort shonid always be made to secure 
@ source of pure water supply and 
keep it pure. 

The appearance of typhoid fever 
should call for rigid investigation. 

It is pot enough for water to be pure 
at its source; a rigid police system 
should be maintained to prevent con- 
tamination from sewage within a wide 
fange of territory adjacent to reser 


a that can posribly exist ts a xbal- 

low surface well or spring adjacent to 
a shallow surface sewage vault. -

The Ideal System. 


A far better plan 4s to install a “sur- | 


face irrigation” system. These sys- 
tems devised by the late Colonel War- 
ing of New York provide for a dis- 
posal of the house waste and sewage 
through a houxe drain to a tank or 
reservoir, which automatically empties 
its accumulated contents by siphonage 
into a series of pipes, which distribute 
the material directly on the surface 
of the soil in some field sloping away 
from the house. An area of one-tenth 
of an acre will receive and care for the 
waste of a bousehold of twelve per- 
sons. This waste when delivered to 
the field ts an inoffensive milky mix- 
ture, which the bacterial and chemical 
agencies in the surface soil soon dis- 
pose of if a proper interval is allowed. 

The cesspool, like all devices that 
accumulate sewage and allow it to

It was Mr. Brendish who, without 
orders and acting on his own ‘respon- 
sibility, despatched’ the telegram 
which warned the authorities the 
ph of the outbreak of the terrible 
mui e “The sepoys have come in 
from Meerut and are burning every- 
thing,” he wired. “Mr. Todd is dead, 
and, we hear, several Europeans. We 
must shut up.” \ 

The fateful news was sent to’ La- 
hore by Mr. Brendish, who was then 
but a youth, while the mutineers 
were pursuing their work of slaugh- 
ter in every part of the cantonment. 
It has been acknowledged that this 
presence of mind on the part of young 

rendish saved India. The story’ is 
| told by Mr. Brendish in a modest 
narrative of his services on that 
eventful day. The telegraph staff at 
Delhi, he says, consisted of Mr. Todd, 
assistant in local charge, and two 
young signallers, Brendish and Pilk- 
ington. 

On Sunday, the 10th of that month, 
in the forenoon, the signallers at the 
Meerut office wired that eighty men 
of the 8rd Cavalry had been confined, 
and were to be blown away from 
guns for refusing tu bite the Enfield 
cartridges only recently issued to 
the troops. No further news was re- 
ceived, and at 4 p.m. the line with 
Meerut was found to be interrupted. 
On the foilowing morning Mr. Todd 
took a dak and started for Meerut, to 
ascertain at what point along the road 
the break had occurred. He got no 
further than the bridge of boats over 
Jumna, for he there met the mutin- 
ous 3rd Cavalry, who killed him. 

The signallers remained at their 
post in the telegraph office, which 
was fortunately outside the city 
walls, about one mile distant from 
the Kashmir Gate and from the Flag- 
staff Tower. They saw a regiment of 
native. infantry with two guns pass 
along the road from cantonments to- 
wards the city, and learned after- 
wards that they had joined the 3rd 
Cavalry. Later on, heavy fri-~ was 
heard in the city, and Brendish, who 
was at the signalling instruments, 
kept on wiring to Lahore all news 
that was brought to him. . 

At noon he went out on the road to 
see what was going on, and presently 
there passed a wounded British offi- 
cer, driving from the city, who called 
out: ‘For God’s sake get inside and 
close the doors. 

“We did so,” says Mr. Brendish. 
“but even then Pilkington and I did 
n
